It looks like it is a half wave 
rectifier. 

Top cap is plate (anode). Books says same as the V1907 made by Mazda. 
Filament 4 volts at 1.1 amps. 

Peak inverse volts= 12500 

Typical service: Plate volts= 5000, Max. current= 50 ma. 

Looking at the base pins with the farthest one at 12 o'clock, the filament 
connections are at 

4 and 8 o'clock, pin at 6 o'clock is no connection. Hope that is clear as this is 
one of the 

British "B4" bases, which has no U.S. counterpart!

Very interesting discussion so far, with lots of good ideas. 


>The 6L6 family are your friends here. Take a good hard look at the 
>maximum ratings for the original 6L6 and do your planning around 
>these, event if you are using 5881's or KT66's. This will give you 
>about 20W. You'll need efficient speakers---Klipsch, any of the 
>horns, or Cornwalls or Heresies are appropriate here, or any of the 
>other bass reflex/horn designs from ca. 1950. 


I've looked long and hard at the 5881, and I'm almost positive that this 
will be my output tube of choice. Seems that the Sovtek and Svetlana units 
coming out of Russia are pretty good, and 20 watts out is more than 

enough. If I remember correctly, the efficiency on my speakers are 91 or 
92 dB per 1 watt at 1 meter. I built them from a kit, bass-reflex design, 
and IIRC the components are made by Peerless.

Excellent - that is what I want. I had a Heathkit AA-100 amp that used

it for every 1 hour listening to it!

> I've even dreamt about a mains-voltage doubling / tripling / 
quadrupling power supply using sand diodes to eliminate transformer 
iron. (Yes, I know the hazards in doing this,which is why it is still 
just a dream so far.)

>from ground, but for its ability to filter out noisy primary power. 
>Inductance is your friend here.

That is a really good point. I didn't think of that - that power 
transformer is the first line of filtering. 


>What's wrong with point-to-point wiring and terminal boards (you can 
>use Tek scope ceramic strips as well. Much more flexible and easy to 
>tailor----remember, your design is a "prototype," not a replica of a 
>production unit, and you'll want to be free to do some breadboard 
>tailoring. 


Nothing really, it's just that I had lots of time on my hand and decided to 
lay out the board to occupy my time. I did the design for it on a 14 hour 
flight back from Russia when I went there in '98-'99. Chances are that I 
will do the design on Tek terminal strips, as I know somewhere I've got a 
bunch of them...
